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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claim 35 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards 
as the invention. 

The recitation "A microprocessor according to any of claim 29", line 1, is indefinite 
since claim 29 recites a method. It should be changed to - a method according to claim 29-. 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form 
the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

3. Claims 7-9,12-17,20,29-32 and 35 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly 
anticipated by O'Leary (4,075,704). 

As per claims 7,13-15,29 and 30, O'Leary discloses a microprocessor having a central 
processing unit (figure 1) including a plurality of registers (22-26), an arithmetic and logic unit 
(ALU 32A and Mux 226, see figure 8) with a feedback data path (through bus SOFN and 
elements 26 and 35A-B) including a shift unit (35B or 32B), and an inverting unit (35 A) 
upstream of the shift unit (35B) as claimed. 

As per claims 8,12,16,20,31 and 35, the shift unit is corresponding to element (35B), 
which is upstream of the ALU, and downstream of the inverting unit (35 A). 
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As per claim 9, 17 and 32, the shift unit is corresponding to element (32B), which is 
downstream of the ALU. 

4. Claims 10,11,18,19,33 and 34 objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations 
of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

5. Claims 21-28 are allowed. 

6. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure.
